EASTERN SITUATION. 


United States Not a Factor, But 


May Have to Join Other 


Nations. 


Washington, Dee. 29.—The rapid move- 


ment of events in the far east continues 
to be the absorbing topic of discussion in 
diplomatic circles here, particularly at 
embassies and 
legations 
of 
powers 


which 
are 
aligning 
for an appar- 


ent 
struggle for Chinese 
territory. 


There is no further talk of the United 
States as a possible factor in the contest 
as a recent understanding at a cabinet 
meeting is accepted as icaiovlug this 
government from the field of controversy 
At the same time an emminent authority 
on international affairs said today that 
the situation might dovelope when the 
United States would be called upon to 
go much farther than to protest Ameri- 
can interests at treaty ports sn Uhina. 


This situation would come, he said, if 


the scramble for Chinese territory went 
to the extent of the extinction of China 
and the complete absorption of the old 
empire by foreign nations. Such was the 
apparent drift of the present movement) 
he S! i , and if it became a reality, then 
conditions would arise similar to the ex- 
termination of Poland, which had estab 
Jished a precedent in international affairs. 
Following that precedent, if China was to 
be absorbed, it would be a question which 
the United States in common with all na- 
tions of the world must take cognizance of 
Until th s final movement occurred it was 
plain that the United States had no inter- 


est in the fencing of European nation 
and Japan for coaling stations and ports 
on the Asiatic coast. In the meantime 
however, diplomats are much concerned 
in the movements of their respective gov- 
ernments.

Washington, Dec. 29.—Secretary Gaffe, 


on his return from New York, was ques- 
tion'- " as to bho truth of the published 
r- . t that h« had tendered his resitrna- 
tio-n to the pres**™*, who had flrmly de- 
clined it with many expressions of confi- 
dence and appreciation o£ Ills ability as 
shown in his at3m.imstra.tion of the treas- 
ury department. Mr. Gage was not in- 
clined to discuss the matter at length, 
but said that he had not tendered his 
resignation, nor had lie any reason to 
believe that he and t/he president were 
not in substantial accord on the great 
questions now before the country. 


The report, he said, probably sprang 


from a lernark he had made to intimate 
friends, to the effect that not for any- 
thing would he embarrass the president, 
and if he raw that he was dciras this he 
would resign at onoe.

Mr. Hodgedon suc- 
ceeded in furnishing bail but Cook went 
to jail. The cases were assigned for trial 
on next Monday. Cook is said to have 
made a confession stating that Hodgedon, 
who formerly owned the Tontine, had 
paid him $60 to set the hotel on fire. Mr. 
Hodgedon protests his entire innocence, 
and siys that Cook story is a lie. 


Wall Street Swindler. 


New York, Deo. 29—A warrant is oat 


for the arrest of Henry Oliver Goldsmith, 
one of the best known men on Wall 
street, charging him with grand larceny 
in the first degree in appropriating 
a check for $3000 and the property of Os- 
car Weissner of Brooklyn, N. Y., police 
say Goldsmith has got away with half 
a million by practices similar to those of 
E. S. Dean & Co. and that his victims 
number thousands is New Jersey, Pensyl- 
vanin and Massachusetts. Goldsmith and 
a man named T/ebster operated under 
toe name of Hoyt & Co. It is claimed 
that Goldsmith is one of the slickest 
swindlers in the country.

Boston^ Dec. 29. — Ex-Congressman 


Elijah Morse of Canton has a letter In 
The Journel today upon labor legisla- 
tion in the light of its bearing on the 
cutdown In vio§res of textile operatives. 
He saysT" "I think it is high time for 
the legislature of Massachusetts to call 
a halt on what is known AS labor legis- 
lation. These labor agitators, for the 
most port, are a. set of demagogues, and 
the only work they do is that which 
they do with their mouths. 'They toil 
not, neither do they spin.' They have 
hampered the manufacturers 
of this 


state by onerous and vexatious legisla- 
tion—by unreasonable restriction of 
hours of l&bor of women and minors in 
our factories and by a burdensome em- 
ployers' liability act which makes every 
manufacturer and employer of labor an 
'insurance society1 for every person that 
is in their employ,' not only from acts of 
their own carelessness, but from the 
carelessness of their employes. 


"The laws limiting the hours that 


•women may spend in our factories work 


j a great hardship, not only on the manu- 


facturers, but upon the working peop]» 
themselves. We ha-se for years had 
women employed ia our establishment 
who would be glad to work more hours 
than tine law /allows, but the Massachu- 
setts law steps in anid forbids them from 
doing BO. We are obliged to discharge 
them from tire factory w hen the limit of 
hours is reached. 


"I so farther and say that It is not 


only the duty of the legislature to call a 
halt on this legislation, but it is the duty 
of the legislature to repeal some of the 
existing labor laws in this state, at least 
until other states shall have passed 
similar restrictions. The laboring' peo- 
ple themselves are the greatest sufferers 
by the obnoxious laws that are driving 
the manufacturer out,of Massachusetts 
and out of New England. 'They are 
killing the goose that lays the golden 
egg.' We have in Massachusetts a 
rocky, sterile «plL We have an Inhospi- 
table climate. We can only earn our 
bread by our manufactories, and a blow 
at them is a blow at the life of the state. 


"The action of the cotton manufac- 


turers in (reducing the pay of their em- 
ployes is founded not on a theory, but on 
a condition which is likely to extend to 
other industries. Laws regulating houra 
of labor and laws regulating the liability 
of employers should be made national 
laws by constitutional amendment, so 


as to Bear oni all the states alike. The 
constant nagging and harrasstag of 
manufacturers by onerous and vexatious 
legislation is a two-edged sword, it not 
only drives manufacturers out of the 
state who are already located here, but 
it prevents new businesses from build- 
ing and locating h-ere." 


At Full River. 


Fall River, Mass., Dec. 29.—Secretary 


Tansy of the Carders' union is the first 
of the trades union officials to call a 
meeting for the purpose of considering 
the cutdowu. Immediate action by the 
other secretaries is looked for, as the 
order g&e-s into effect next Monday. 


The operatives' conference committee 


was in session two hours laet night, af- 
ter executive committee meetings of the 
various unions had been held. Secre- 
tary O'Donnell gave out the following 
resolution, which had been unanimously 
ai'topted by the committee: 


"We, the representatives of the textile 


workers, unanimously agree to present 
to the several textile unions the following 
resolution for their approval: 'Having: 
done all in our power to prevent a re- 
duction in wages, but knowing full well 
that a reduction is not a remedy for an 
over-stoek<?d market, be it 


'Resolved that we accept the reduction, 


as it would not be good business policy 
cm our part to enter into a strike at the 
present time, but we inform our em- 
ployers that as soon as we think there is 
a margin of profit sufficient for the res- 
toration of the present wage schedule, 
we shall demand it, even if we have to 
go to the extremity of leaving our em- 
ployment by noing: on strike.' " 


The feeling among the leaders is 


strong agAinst the reduction. While the 
commute* offers the resolution to the 
unions, there is a possibility they ^ill 
not accept it. The spinners, slasher- 
tenders and loom fixers' especially ta.lk 
strike, and there la a possibility that It 
may be BO \oted. 


The matter of sliding- scale, which has 


been talked of in this city for some years, 
Is brought up anew by the present dis- 
cussion, and there is a feeling In some 
quarters, among manufacturers as well 
as operatives, that the present would be j 
a good time for its administration, 
especially as the operatives now have a 
committee whach is qualified to repre- 
sent them In conference with the man- 
ufacturers 
The outcome cf the talk is 


nil a matter of conjecture.

DALEY'S KNIP2 FOUND. .,,i-'2) 


The Weapon With Which Ha Said He Killed 


Kis Brothcr-ln-Law. 


Havcrhill, Mass., Dec. 29.—"For the life 


of me I don't nxolliect of having taken 
that knife o/ut of the house. I would 
tell you if I knew where it was, as it 
won't do me any good now to conceal 
anything. It must be around the house 
somewhere " 


These were the words which William 


Daley used at theft>ollce station Tuesday 
when he w^s again questioned relative 
to the disappearance of the weapon with 
which he is alleged to have taken the life 
of his brother-in-law, William Doolan, 


His story in substance IB that he and 


Jiis brother-in-law had some words at a 


j wake Sunday evening which aroused 


the-ir anger. Monday he was feeling 
pretty well and shortly after noon went 
home to Doolan's house, where he has 
iived for many yearns. Doolan came 
home shortly afterwards, and both men 
eat down to dinner in the room off the 
hallway. While .14iey,were eating: they 
resumed their angry words of the night 
before. Their arguments became heated 
and ended in a scuffle. They clinched, 
and during the scuffle.they went through 
the door into the 'hallway. In their 
clinch In the hallway the pietui a was 
broken, and the glass fall upon Daley. 
His face was cul by the glass, and he 
also received the scratch under the left 
ear. The souffle attracted Mrs. Dootan's 
attention. After the breaking of the 
picture Daley says he went upstairs to 
his room \Mhile Doolan went back to the 
dinner table. When he reached his room 
Daley's story is that he took out Ms 
butcher's knife from his trunk and went 
down stairs again; that the two mem 
met in the room 
%vhere the trouble 


started originaHy and the murder en- 
sued; that he then left the house. 


In court the accused plead guilty and 


was held for the grand Jury. His plea 
will not affect his future trial, as it is 
probaWe that a different plea win be 
substituted ir. the upper court 


Last evening the knife was found in 


DaJey's trunk. The blade is one and a 
quarter inches wide and fully eight 
inches long, sharpened to a pol'nt. Both 
sides are marked with blood. 


An autopsy on the body of Dotolan 


showed that the fifth rib was cleanly 
severed by the blow and that the knife 
entered the upper part of the heart. 


Dailey, whn was taken to Lawrence 


Jail, declared to Assistant Marshal Dean 
that he was not sorry that he did tha 
job.

have done it years ago." The defense 
will probably rely on a plea of insanity.

tlement with the Berlin Iron Bridge com- 
pany, which bnilt the Main street bridge, 
that settlement has been accepted, and 
the whole business is concluded. 


The settlement is just whit the present 


•dminiatration promised the people of 
thtocltyit should be—the contract price 
less |2B for every day of delay after Sep- 
tember J, excepting Sundays and legal 
holidays. The forfeit amounts to $2,075 
which was deducted from the contract 
price of $4,989, and the bridge company 
has received the city's check for |2,9H a9 


payment in tall. 


After all the abase of the admini°tra- 


tion for the contract made with the bridge 
company, this settlement comes as a vin- 
dication of tbe city's officials and as a 
condemnation of the misrepresentation 
of their opponents'. The forfeit clause in 
the contract has proven perfectly sound 
in law, as the city solicitor gave asjurance 
it wotdd, and has proven far better than 
a bond. A salt in Connecticut courts for 
damages caused by delay would have 
been necessary had a bond been accepted. 
The result of such a suit would have been 
vory uncertain and probably long delayed- 
As it was, the city had the settlement 
practically In its own hands.

The outcome of tbe Main street bridge 


building shows that the contract was the 
best possible to be made, that the city's 
interests were all safely guarded, and 
that the criticism and insinuations against 
tbe city officials on account of it have 
b<>en unwarranted and unfair.

COULD IT NOT BE AVOIDED? 


Some of the merchants of North Adams 


•re at present having more than the 
annul difficulties 
and annoyances of 


trade. There are other burdens for them 
than bad creditors and the chances of dull 
trade, and it seems regrettable that this 
should be, especially if it can be avoided. 


Recently the trading stamp scheme 


•came to town and was entered into by a 
large number of merchants, while many 
refused to enter the trading stamp circle.

Which did not produce one thing nor in- 
crease trade in any way,—merely shitted 
trade,taking a per centage for this chang- 
ing of customers from one merchant to 
another. That the law has been success- 
fully brought against this scheme and the 
fact that a number of our merchants have 
withdrawn from it, is comment enough as 
to how it now stands in this city. The 
chief fact about it, that we would call 
attention to, is that it produced nothing, 
and caused a trade irritation among our 
merchants. 


Now comes another trade irritation. 


The grocers of the city are combined 
against.the co-operative grocery store and 
propose to give their customers the ad- 
vantage of a per cent, off in other stores 
outside their line of goods, to offset a dis- 
count from other merchants received by 
the customers of the co-operative store. 


The question arises in view of this con- 


dition of things, if it is necessary for our 
merchants to form themselves into pro- 
tective associations as against each other? 
Does it increase trade? When competi- 
tion is as sharp as it is today and the j 
margins of profits small, will not the 
merchant have to find some way of keep- 
ing his profits the same as now, and so 
will tbe customer be the gainer in the 
long run? 


The whole problem would seem to find 


its answer in tbe answer to this question: 
Would it or would it not be better for 
each business to keep strictly within its 
own lines? 


The merchants of North Adams have 


this question before them. While it re- 
mains 
unanswered, 
trade conditions 


among themselves are not altogether 
pleoaaot and cannot be. They can settle 
this question, and along the lines of the 
golden rule. too. They can "get together" 
in this matter. Without impugning the 
methods or purposes of any trade associa- 
tfon, we merely call attention to existing 
Conditions, believing these conditions 
could Jto bettered with profit to all and 
better feeling among all.

Not Suffer For Food, 


THE WHALERS WELL SUPPLIED. 


Waller Wellman's Advices Indicate That 


£he Proposed Government Relief Expe- 
dition* Are Wholly Unnecessary— State- 
hood For Alaska IB Not Var Off. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—[Special.!—Ac- 


cording to the best information obtainable, 
here, tlioso American citizens who are 
spending tho winter In the far north, and 
for whose relief Uncle Sam is moving 
with characteristic energy and generosity, 
have probably had a pretty good holiday 
season, after all, and are not in danger of 
starvation. In these dispatches I have re- 
peatedly pointed out a probability that 
both tho whalers nt Point Barrow, in tha 
Arctic sea, and the miners along tho Yu- 
kon aro able to tuko care of themselves. 
Now comes evidence in support of this 
theory. Two men \vlio recently returned 
Irom DawEon say there is no danger of 
starvation among the miners. Although 
coffee and sugar may run out, there is 
food enough in the country of one sort or 
another to last till the opening of naviga- 
tion in tho summer. As there are 1,000 
tons of provisions nt Fort Yukon—the 
highest point tho steamers wcro able to 
get labt fail on account ot low water—it is 
inconceivable that any of tho miners 
should starve, for it is no difficult matter 
for tncru to travel the 200 or 3UO miles be- 
tween their camps and tho Fort Yukon 
supply station. 
Americans who venture 


into the goldflelds are not the men 'to sit 
Jcwn and starve when there is plenty 
within reach by means of a snowshoe jour- 
ney of two or three weeks. 


Still no one will criticise congress or 


the energetic secretary of war for desiring 
to mnko assurance doubly sure by sending 
in a relief expedition. If new supplies aro 
not actually needed, no harm will be done, 
at any rate, and tho forwarding of these 
relief trains will afford the world a lesson 
in tho watchful care which ITnoie Sam ex- 
ercises over his citizens, wherever they 
may bo.

Sol lock's Plan. 


Sellock was a contractor. 
In 1841 he 


fctiilt a part of the Eric railroad through 


. Orange county. It \viis, already a great 


dairy district, but its staple product was 
Vmtter. Sollock suggested to tho farmers 
that they should spud their milk to New 
York instead of cluirning it. Ho was 
fure a great market could be found here 
and that milk would bo more profitable 


' than butter. Tiny laughed at him, saying 


that it would be quite impossible to trans- 
port milk o!i rail toad trains, and declared 
that they should stick to their churns. 


But Sellock belie\ed in his scheme, and 


when the railroad was finished he fitted 
up n place in lleado street for tho recep- 
tion and distribution of milk, a man 
named Gregory having agreed to send in 
•n experimental shipment. Ilad the day 
on which tho lirst batch of 240 quarts oC 
Orange county milk was brought to New 
York been one of thunder bhowors or even 
of high temperature tho milk would proba- 
bly have been spoiled and the whole 
fichemo been abandoned. But the day v>as 
cool, and the milk arrived in lino condi- 
tion. Of course it sold readily. Xest day 
a larger shipment was made and the swill 
milk was doomed. 


Sl.OOO.OOO a Year For the Railroads. 
The milk trade of the metropolitan dia- 


trict is now enorjuous. Tho Eric railroad 
alono runs into ,lerscy*City about 3U cars 
of milk a day. About 200 cans of 40 quarts 


' each are carried (in cveiy car at an a\erage 


freight of 82 eont-» a can, making the daily 
earnings of. each car $65, or $1,920 a day 
for the 30 cars. Thus the gross annual 
earnings of the Erie railroad for carrying 
milk amount to §700,800. Tho cost of 
moving tho cars is Miid to bo under $170,- 
000 n year, and if that is so the road's an- 
nual net earnings from this source are 
more than $500, U»0. 


The net milk comings of tho Ontario 


and Western railroad, another line which 
taps a great dairy region, are said to bo 
$400,000, and thu-o of the New York, Sus- 
quehanna i.nd \\i sturn arc placed at $173,- 
000. 
Certainly the annual milk trade 


profit of these three roads amounts to at 
least $1,000,000. 


The iuloj-tion of Sellock's plan produced 


quite as great a change in Orange county 
hs it did in Now York. It revolutiunued 
tbe business oi the dairymen, who could 
make more celling milk at 2 and S cents a 
quarc than butter at 15 cents a pound, the 
average prico for that commodity at that 
time throughout the year. Today, how- 
e\er, many Oranye county fanners have 


1 returned to their old business of btittcr 
; making, and New i'ork'a milk supply is 
' drawn from many sources in tho three 
[ Plates of Now Vork, Pennsylvania and 


New Jersey. 
Orange county milk pro- 


ducers now receive an average of less than 


f £K cents a quart, and farmers living far- 
; thcr uv\ ay eomct mies get as little as 2 
i cents; yet the retail prieo in New York 
J and Ticinity is 8 cents.

Something About Gllmor.

SOME WHITE INDIANS." 
- 


Komben of Tribe* Who Were Not Prop- 


er Govoruraent Wards* 


There are too many white Indians, says 


a writer in tho St. Louis Globo-Denioorat. 
The Increasing valua of tha reservations, 
the distribution of great sums of money 
by the government to menibora oi tribes, 
the development of splendid educational 
Institutions for tho exclusive benefit of 
Indian children, these and other advan- 
tages have had the effect to draw back into 
tnbal relationship thousands whose title 
depends upon a small strain of the blood. 
These changed conditions are stimulating 
marringo) between white men and Indian 
women end between Indian men and 
white women. In the Indian school at 
Lawrence, Kan., can bo seen blue eyed, 
fair haired little Indians receiving living, 
clothing and education at tbe cost o{ the 
government. The same is true at Carlisle 
and at Hampton and nt all of the Indian 
schools. The richest people per capita in 
this country are the members of eoiue of 
these tribes. The problem of tho flvo civ- 
ilized tribes is complicated by the presence 
of too many "squaw men," white men 
who bav« married Indian women, to the 
great advantage of then: personal fortunes. 
It is enough to bring to«rs to the eyes ol! a 
graven imago to hear these gquaw men 
talk of the wrongs of the poor Indian. 
Governor Brookraeyer of Missouri went 
down to tho Indian Territory some yenrs 
ago to transact business with one of the 
tribes. 
"vVhen he came back, after having 


driven a hard bargain for his clients, he 
cummonted on the people ho hod dealt 
with. 
"Indians!" said ho. "These fellows are 


not Indians. They are mighty smart Yan- 
kees, tanned a little." 


The new superintendent of Indian 


schools is impressed wiih tho growing 
numbers of white Indians, and ho calls 
tho attention of tha government to them 
in a forcible manner. 


"Inspecting officials," Superintendent 


Hailman says, "nro frequently ombnr- 
rnsscd on visiting boarding schools by tho 
discovery that among the children thcro 
arc many who apparently have very little, 
if any, Indian blood. On inquiry those 
children claim a slight degreo of Indian 
blood, varying from one-sixteenth to ono- 
slxty-fourtb. In a number of instances, 
however, it is found that they are the chil- 
dren of white parents who were adopted 
into tbe tribe previous to the census for 
I'flgisuwdr.jj its members. In most cases 
thn porents of these children are sufficient- 
ly well to do and able to provide tor their 
education. 
'' For a mim her of reasons the presence 


of these'white Indians'in the schools, is 
liable to become a disturbing element; in 
Its life, either through the greater natural 
turbulence of white blood in their veins 
or through fancied superiority oC race. 
Moreover, these children upon graduation 
m»y seek employment m the Indian serv- 
ice and ga.'u admission thereto without 
being subjected to the civil service exam- 
ination which stands between other whites 
and appointments. 


"On technical grounds all this may be 


correct, bnt in equity it seems to hold ele- 
ments of unfairness both to tho real In- 
dians and tbe white citizens of tho United 
States, who pay the bills for tho education 
and maintenance of these people. 
Inas- 


much as there seems to be no remedy for 
this in existing laws it is imperative in 
the interest ot justice to both races that; 
corijrrcss should at an early date indicate 
by statute what degree 01 blood shall con- 
st! laite an Indian and to what extenb 
adopted Indians shall bo entitled to gov- 
ernmental support in matters of educa- 
tion."

Countries like England, France, the Unit- 
ed States and Russia take all varieties, 
but these aie mainly the fields for the 
best, the finest bluish white crystals. 
Precious stones are a measure of opulency 
and tho growth of fashion. The Ameri- 
cans imported $120,000,000 worth in 24 
years, but of these $90,000,000 were in the 
latter half of the period. In the year 1889 
they bought ten times as many as in 1869. 
The gems range in color from bluish and 
nearly pure white to blue, pink, yellow, 
orange, green and brown, while some are 
opaque. Taste has decided that the stones 
are most precious that arc most translucent 
and brilliant. 
The largest diamond ever 


met with was found in Brazil, and an en- 
thusiast valued it, by weight alone, at 
£224,000,000. But it was black and not 
brilliant. The estimates gradually sank to 
£400,000, and today it would probably not 
fetch nearly so much as the most modest 
count. Colored specimens do bost in South 
America and the oast.—Kimberley Letter 
to London Telegraph.

Well, you 
want first at u.'.l to provide yourself with 
a quantity of confectioner's sugar, or the 
kind termed "powdered" at the grocers', 
a good sran!<o v<'arc kettle, and extracts, 
and with c-ire and patience you will 
certainly have gratifying results. 


Now in making- candies, it is necessary 


to have ths Inundation cream, or what 
is sometime:; termed French cream. For 
this take the white of an ege and add 
am equal quantity of water; stir in con- 
fectioner's sugar until it is stiff enough 
to mould into shape with the lingers and 
flavor with vanilla. Now you are ready 
to make your "goodies," and one o£ the 
most delicious is 


WALNUT CREAM. 


• Carefully crack the English walnuts, 
so that the meats may be separated in 
perfect halves; then make a ballot the 
French cream about th« size of a walnut, 
flatten it a little and press half a nut on 
either side of it. Place in a, dish, which 
has been sprinkled with powdered sugar. 


CREAM DATES. 


Select fine dates, rinse In cold water 


to remove particles of dirt, take out 
the stones with a knife, cutting oniy o.ne 
side of the fruit. Make the foundation 
cream into oblong shapes about the siz-e 
of the date and fold the fruit arounid 
the cream, letting the latter extend be- 
yond the date at each end. These are 
easily made, are delicious, and not in- 
jurious.

mels, arid here is an excellent rule for 


HARD CARAMELS. 


Take half a pound of chocolate, one 


and one-halt pounds of sugar, one cup of 
milk, butter the size of an egg, two ta- 
blespoonfuls of vanilla and boil briskly 
for twenty minutes. Pour into a but- 
tered pan about half an inch thick, mark j 
off into squares when the mixture is 
hardening. When hard break apart and 
wrap each caramel in buttered or waxed 
paper. 


An exceptionally good rule is the fol- 


lowing-: 


MOLASSES CANDY. 


Two cups of molasses, one tablespoon- 


ful of sugar, bailed together un-til the 
mixture "threads," when dropped from a 
cold spoon just before taking from the 
stove, add a piece of butter the size of 
a walnut and a pinch of salt. Turn out 
on a buttered marble or pan and when 
partially cool pull the candy until it is 
white. 


VINEGAR CANDY 


Is a favorite kind with children and here 
is a simple way of preparing- it. Take 
three cups of sugar, one cup of vinegrar, 
one cup of water and mix together thor- 
oughly before putting over the fire, but 
not afterward. 
When it will "thread" 


remove from the fire, cool and pull until 
white.

BUTTER SCOTCH. 


One cup of brown sugar, one half-cup 


of water, six teaspoonfuls of vinegar, 
butter the size of a walnut, all boiled to- 
gether for twenty minutes. Pour cut 
thin, in a buttered platter. 


ICE CREAM CANDY. 


Two cupful? sugar, one cupful water, 


one-quarter of a teaspoonful cream 
tartar, two-thirds of teaspoonful vanilla. 
Boil untft it threads. Pull until very 
white, and put in the vanilla while pull- 
ing the candy.

PEPPERMINTS. 


These are finffi. Two cups sugar, one 


cup water; boll five minutes and then 
flavor with one spoonful of peppermint.

PEANUT CANDY. 


One cup molasses, one cup sugar, one 


piece butter, size of an eg-g, one table- 
Bpoonfut vinegar. Boll and when done, 
stir in a teaspoonful of soda; stir well, 
then put In peanuts and pour into but- 
tered paa

A much stronger and more efficien 


effort to save John O'Neil, Jr., from 
hanging January 7, than has yet been 
made since the sentence was given wili 
be attempted by Dr. L. D. Woodbridge o'. 
Williams college, who will show to th 
governor, either through O'Neil's at- 
torneys or directly, that there is 
reasonable doubt of the murder of Mrs, 
McCloud, and therefore of O'Neil's guilt, 
Dr, Woodbridge was present at the trial 
of O'Neil in the interests of the defense, 
arid heard all the evidence which was 
given. He is thoroughly convinced from 
it that the state failed to prove absolutely 
that Mrs. McClond was murdered and di 
not die a natural death. In his opinion 
this doubt is so strong that it would bi 
unjust to allow O'Neil to hang, howevei 
conclusive the proof of his connection 
with what was only a possible murder. 


The reasons which lead the doctor, tc 


hold this belief did not all come out at the 
trial for several reasons. 
What was 


known at that time by the defense was 
not all used on account of slight differ- 
ences of opinion by the attorneys, and be- 
cause there was general expectation by 
them of disagreement and a second trial, 
at which time this evidence could have 
been presented in much better shape. In- 
vestigations and study by Dr. Woodbridge 
since the trial have also confirmed hii 
opinion that there was no murder com- 
mitted. 


This evidence will be presented to the 


governor as soon as possible in a hope 
that—at least justice may be done. 
Dr, 


Woodbridge said last night that if the 
lawyers who had the case in charge did 
not wish to use it, he should himself pre- 
sent it to Governor tVolcott, either in per- 
son or^by letter. The action will have to 
be taken by the last of this week or early 
the next, as January 7 is the date set for 
the execution. Dr. Woodbridge has not 
yet beard from the lawyers what they in- 
tend to do, but is firm in his determina- 
tion to see that all possible efforts are 
made to have justice done. 


This effort differs essentially from those 


being made by Mrs. O'Neil and the attor- 
neys, who are trying to secure petitions 
for a commutation of sentence which 
many are signing through sympathy. Dr. 
Woodbridge has no personal desire to see 
O'Neil live except in the interests of jus- 
tice. If he is .guilty, the doctor has no 
sympathy. But from an expert medical 
point of view, he thinks there is enough 
doubt, which was not brought out at the 
trial, to warrant a commutation. Dr. 
Woodbridge's testimony will have great 
weight, since he 
is a 
recognized 


authority on the subject. He bos been 
for a number of years professor of anatomy 
and physiology at Williams college, and 
is alss a practicing physician. Ho holds 
high rank in his profession, and has done 
considerable in the line of original inves- 
tigation. Some of his opinions in this 
case are based on original work which in 
in bis opinion so valuable that he intends 
t,o present the results to the Berkshire 
Medical association in a short time. Some 
of the work done on this case will form 
an important addition to medical science. 


The evidence which Dr. Woodbridge 


will present is startling in its nature and 
coBclnsiveness. It is especially sensa- 
tional because at the trial the theory that 
it was a murder was hardly questioned. 
It does not attempt to show that Mrs. 
McCloud was, not murdered. But it does 
show almost absolutely that she might 
have died a natural death under all the 
circumstances which were shown at the 
trial. It then shows that the state did 
not introduce any proof to make it cer- 
tain that she did not die from some such 
natural cause. Until they have proved 
conclusively that it was a murder, there 
is of course a possibility of O'Neil's inno- 
cence. 


Dr. Woodbridge is unwilling to have 


the details of his evidence published until 
he has learned whether or not O'Neil's 
attorneys wish to use it. 
The general 


argument, however, he is willing to have 
known. It shows that Mrs. McCloud 
might have died in an epileptic fit or con- 
vulsion, to which sbe was subject, or 
from strangulation, which medical evi- 
dence shows to have been possible under 
the conditions of her death. 
He shows 


that e<ther of these causes would have 
jeftall the marks whicc were found on 
the body They are both very probable 
causes, and tue state bas not shown that 
that death did not result from one of 
them. The doctor does not give either of 
ihern as a necessary cause, but as possible 
In addition to this he shows that one 
point in the condition of the body is 
directly opposed to the accepted idea of 
murder if the testimony given by the 
state at the trial is accepted. He also has 
strong evidence for putting doubt on the 
fact of her having been ravished. 


These are the general points of the evi- 


dence. The details are close and con- 
clusive. When presented they make a 
convincing argument that O'Neil may be 
innocent. Dr, Woodbridge does not be- 
lieve him to be sa necessarily, but thinks 
that bia guilt has by no means been 
proven. He hus given the details of these 
statements to a number of conservative 
men in this region, and all have agreed 
that the fact of the murder was made 
doubtful. Some who were strongly pre- 
judiced against O'Neil were convinced on 
hearing the evidence that it would be un- 
us t to execute him in face of the doubt.
